GERMANS YIELD 
GROUND 


HEAVY LOSSES IN THE 


CAUCASUS 


_ 


OSCOW, Thursday.—Reuter’s 
Mi correspondent here says that 
the Giermans are yielding 
ground in the Caucasus, and have also 
failed in their latest attempts te 
conquer Stalingrad, where the 
defenders have thrown back all the 
German thrusts with heavy losses. 
Several Axis strong points north of 
the city were recaptured. 
‘In the Caucasus,’’ says the cor- 
respondent, ‘the Germans, held on 
the defensive at Nalchik and Tuapse 
for several weeks, switched troops to 
the Mozdok area in an endeavour to 


‘loutflank the Soviet forces guarding 


the Grozny oilfields. Here again they 
have been matched, their wedges 
into the Soviet positions withering 
away under powerful flanking blows. 
German troops, supported by tanks 
and armoured cars, attacked on a 
narrow sector, but were forced to 
retreat by a Soviet flanking move- 
ment, and a second attempt to force 
a wedge into the Soviet defences met 
with the same fate.” 


5.000 KILLED 

A special communiqué from the 
Soviet Information Bureau to-night 
says :—'' The battle which has been 
raging for many days on the 
approaches to Ordzhonikidze ended 
in a defeat for the Germans. ‘Lhe 
Germans left over 5,000 officers and 
wnen dead on the battlefield, and the 
number of wounded Germans greatly 
exceeds the uumber of killed.’ 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 

MOSCOW, Thursday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: ‘‘ During 
November 19 our troops fought the 
enemy in the area of Stalingrad and 
north-east of Tuapse. No changes 
took place on the other fronts. 

‘‘In the area of Stalingrad Soviet 
troops repulsed six attacks. Eleven 
German tanks were disabled and 800 
enemy officers and men wiped out. 
The Germans succeeded in occupying 
several demolished houses at heavy
